Available At Chamber 


Lytals Design New Map 


After many weeks in the making, 
the Yorba Linda Chamber of 
Commerce has designed, research- 
ed and printed a large map, size 23”’ 
x 35”, of all the streets now existing 
in present-day Yorba Linda. 

Printed on canary-colored, heavy 
paper stock, the reverse side of the 
map lists over 200 local businesses 
by category where a great variety of 
goods and services may be secured, 
all members of the Chamber. 

With the assistance of the Fire 
Department, Water Department, 
and City Index, Chamber Director 
Norman Lytal executed the map side 
in a black and grey combination 


listing all streets in alphabetical 
order with ‘‘grids’’ on the portion 
leading to easy spotting of any road. 

The side which lists local 
businesses and professions is 
bordered by scenes of major 
Chamber of Commerce events 
during the past twelve months. 

This unique map folds to 
aproximately S’’ x 8’’, or it can be 
hung flat wherever it will be most 
helpful to the greastest number of 
people. 

There is no advertising on this 
map and directory, therefore the 
Chamber Directors approved this 
huge project with the understanding 


that useres of this important tool will 
help reimburse the Chamber for its 
expenses in preparing and produc- 
ing it. 

Lytal and Mrs. Lytal donated their 
time to the research and execution of 
the map itself. 


“Copies of this widely used 
map-directory will shortly be 
available to those who request them 
(and pick them up at the Chamber 
office, corner Main and Lemon 
Streets) for a minimum conation of 
2S cents per copy, while the limited 
supply hold out,’’ reports Chamber 
Executive Manager, Bill OpDyke. 


Budget Passes Without WageBoost 


A 12.9 per cent wage boost and 
benefit package, representing con- 
siderably more than three-quarters 
ofa million dollars, went unaccepted 
Monday night as trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
formally included the wage package 
within a $23 million budget. 

Approval of the annual budget 
followed several evening hours of 
‘‘meet and confer’’ with teacher 
representatives of the Placentia 
Unified Education Association 
conducted with board representa- 
tive, Superintendent of Schools John 
O. Tynes. 

The conferences were in progress 
simultaneously with a meeting of the 
school board at the PUSD 
administrative center. 

Teachers’ exiting from the 
conference said they had no 
comment on the offer or the 
proceedings. 

With classified PUSD employees 
already signed on the bottom line for 
a 5S per cent increase in wages, 
teachers have been holding out for a 
12.7 per cent across the board boost. 

The package offered by the board 
Monday night included, instead, 
more money and more benefits. 


Read by President of the school 
board, Dr. William Yates at 12:30 
a.m. Tuesday morning, the offer 
included: an across-the-board 6 per 
cent increase for all teachers 


’ salaries; an addition of a 13th step to 


the salary schedule for .7 of.1 per 
cent increase; a mandatory health 
insurance plan for all employees and 
their families with the employee 
paying $10 tenthly for coverage of 
spouse or other dependents. 

Also, a $10,000 life insurance 
policy for all employees; an annual 
physical examination and prescrip- 
tions for all employees, with spouse 
and dependent coverage optional. 
This would be added to the already 
secured 4.2 per cent step advances 
and 1 per cent column advances for 


completed additional education and 
length of service. 

In addition the board agreed that 
any emergency education monies 
received from the state of California 
for general purposes would be 
apportioned with 55 per cent of the 
amount going to employees as a one 
time January bonus. 

The remainder of that money 
would be used to increase the unit 
budget with emphasis on language 
arts and math, restoration of 
positions deleted from the budget on 
a ptiority basis, capital improve- 
ments and other board priorities. 

The board made it clear that all 
additional benefits over and above 
the 5 per cent across the board raise 
for which the classified personnel 


signed, would also accrue to them. 

Dr. Yates said that in making the 
offer to the employees, concerning 
the status of the budget, that the 
trustees ‘‘had entered the area of 
risk. It is the best offer you will find 
in the state I would think,’’ Dr. Yates 
continued, ‘‘and certainly in Orange 
County.’” 

John Tynes estimated that the 
package offered would amount to 
the more than $816,000 in the annual 
budget for which previously no 
precise use had been designated. 

Action by the board was taken by 
three members who voted unani- 
mously. John Press, in attendance 
earlier had to leave and John 
Balducci was excused from the 
meeting for other business. 


Major All Stars Win 


For the first time in the history of 
Yorba Linda Little League a team 
went all the way and took Sectional 
Tournament by beating teams from 
La Puente, Norwalk and Colton. 

This puts Yorba Linda’s team into 
Divisional Tournament beginning 
Tuesday, August S,at 5:30 when 
they face Kearny Mesa from San 
Diego. The Divisional Tournament 
is being held at Buena Park’s 
American League field. 

If Yorba Linda’s Major All Stars 
continue their winning ways and 
take the next six games they will 
then go to Williamsport, Pa. for the 
World Series championship. 

On Tuesday, July 29 Yorba 
Linda’s Dave Mesa was the power 
behind their 4 to 1 victory over La 
Puente. Mesa either scored or drove 
in 3 of the 4 runs to back the fine 
pitching of Chris Milauckas.. 

Milauckas struck out 10 while 
walking only 2. Chris’ only trouble 
came in the first inning after lead off 
batter Danny Roddy doubled down 
the left field line. Milauckas struck 


out the next 2 batters but gave up a 
wild pitch in the process which 
moved Roddy to 3rd. Roddy later 
scored on a Y.L. error. 

Yorba Linda tied the game in the 
3rd after Mesa reached Ist on an 
error. Mesa advanced to 3rd on two 
passed balls and scored on Paul 
Cummingham’s hit off the pitchers 
glove. 

Darin Atchley led off the 4th for 
Y.L. by getting hit by a pitched ball. 
Atchley advanced to second on Chris 
Milauckas’ single to left. Both 
runners were advanced on Dondo 
Evan’s sacrifice.

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Council Brings Church 


Signs Into Conformance

A law ‘may be sometimes 
ambigious, but Yorba Linda’s city 
council acted Monday night to make 
it a little less so in at least one small 
area. 

The issue was church signs. 
Under the old sign code, churches in 
residential areas were not permitted 
Signs as large as those granted 
churches in commercial areas. 


Monday however, the council 
adopted, on first reading, an 
ordinance amending the sign code to 
establish one set of standards for all 
church signs, as is already done 
regarding service-station signs. 

The new amendment will allow 
two signs, one on a wall and one 
free-standing, with respective areas 
of 30 and 15 square feet. In addition, 
the free-standing sign may not be 
over six feet high.

Dominguez Annexation Zoning 


Preparations for annexation of the 
Dominguez Ranch to Yorba Linda 
proceeded apace Monday night as 
the city council adopted on first 
reading an urgency ordinance 
establishing zoning in the soon-to- 
be-acquired territory. 

The ordinance was necessary, 
City Planning Director Phil Paxton 
explained, since the present county 
zoning (agricultural) would be 


voided once the property had been 
annexed. Unless the city established 
zoning for the area, he continued, it 
would have no zoning restrictions 
whatever. 

The ordinance will divide the area 
into PC, FM, RE, RS, and RU zones. 

Since the ordinance is an urgency 
measure, it will take effect as soon as 
it has passed a second reading by the 
council. 


Church Pre-School OK’d 


The Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission unanimously approved 
the construction of a pre-school 
requested by Yorba Linda Friends 
Church on Lakeview. Of some 
concern was the close proximity of 
an adjacent single-family residence 
to the proposed play area but 
residents living there appeared at 
the meeting to vouch for the church 
that there ‘‘are no problems.”’ 

To the original five conditions 
regarding landscaping and grading, 
the commission added four more 


eonditions providing for a masonary 


wall, easements, sign adjustment 
and a use permit subject to review 
for possible street widening. 

The Commission came to a 
deadlock because of problems with a 
general park plan when the issue 
was raised for the city to approve 
annexation of five acres of property 
at Buena Vista and Scenic View 


Drive for the Richard M. Nixon 
Regiona! Park. 

They voted to await possible 
amendment to the general plan at 
the Public Hearing August 13 to 
determine whether to annex the 
property and bring it into 
conformance with the general plan. 


The Commission also unanimous- 
ly approved to sub-divide over five 
acres west of Rose Drive and south 
of Bastanchury Road into 15 lots 
with density of 2.57 units per acre. 

It was stipulated, however, that 
no two story: houses shall be built 
and that all properties adjacent to 
riding trails be graded for easier 
access to the trails. 

Commissioners unanimously ap- 
proved the design for walls and 
fences for the land west of Eureka 
and north of Yorba Linda Boulevard, 
owned by Standard-Pacific.

Rotary 
Lauds 


Wirth 


One of the highlights of Yorba 
Linda Rotary’s August Ist luncheon- 
meeting was the presentation to 
Eagle Scout Lee Wirth of a check 
from the Reynolds Aluminum 
Company in payment for 316 pounds 
of aluminum deposited by citizens in 
those big green bins located around 
town. 


“It was young Wirth’s idea, 
several months ago,’ says Rotary 
President Tom Hogan, ‘‘to put on a 
drive for 3,000 Ibs. of aluminum and, 
with the cash obtained from its sale, 
pay for the training of a 
much-needed seeing-eye dog for a 
worthy blind person. 


**Such faith, courage, determina- 
tion, and hope on the part of a 
teenager needs to be encouraged, 
and Rotary is giving Lee a boost.”’ 


Another thousand pounds or more 
is needed to complete the program. 
Citizens are asked to deposit 
aluminum cans in the big green bins 
located at the corner of Main and 
Lemon Streets; near the Alpha 
Beta Store, and at Nixon Park. 


This special material is picked up 
by Rotarian David Collett’s Disposal 
Company. It is uged that depositors 
make certain that aluminum and not 
tin cans, etc. are donated and that 
they be squashed flat to conserve 
space.

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Paxton told the council that his 
department had no plans to abate 
non-conforming signs, however, as 
has been done when necessary with 
commercial signs. 

In other action, the council 
approved installation of gas pumps 
and storage tanks at the city yard to 
service city maintenance vehicles 
and police cars. 

According to City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson, the installation, which 
will cost the city about $6,800, 
should result in a saving of at least 
$1000 each year. City Administrator 
Art Simonian said the city 
anticipated using the present yard 
for at least five more years. 

In addition, Stephenson pointed 
out, in-service time for police cars 
will be increased since they will no 
longer have to return to Brea to be 
fueled. 

Motorists using Bastanchury 
should watch out for those extended 
duty police cars, since the council 
also passed on first reading an 
ordinance changing the speed limit 
on that street to a uniform 40 mph.

“OSHA” is a four-letter word that’s giving businessmen fits and is 
helping drive up consumer costs. And, there is no relief in sight. 

One of the youngest federal regulatory agencies, the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration since 1970 has had the job of carrying out ‘‘the 
intent of Congress’’ by devising regulations implementing the Occupational 


Safety and Health Act. 


Congress’ intent was to protect the safety and health of the American 


worker--a commendable goal. 


But OSHA's regulations and tactics are something else again--a Catch-22 
of arbitrariness that is costing business (and thus consumers) millions of 


dollars a year. 


OSHA's regulations fill a shelf 17 feet long (even the Harvard Classics 
took up only five feet), and businessmen are expected to know which ones 
apply to them if an OSHA inspector drops by. If they don’t and their plants 
don’t conform to the regulation, they’re subject to stiff fines. 

One might have thought that OSHA would have offered an initial 
no-penalty inspection to a business seeking to learn if it complied, with a 
grace period for correction deficiencies. 

No such luck. If you call for an inspection, you are subject to the same 
penalties. You can pay your insurance company to make an inspection, but 
there is no guarantee that OSHA won’t come along later and find some 


overlooked deficiency. 


Civil liberties don’t count for much with OSHA, either. Its inspectors can 
barge in on a “‘no-knock’’ basis without the owner's permission or a search 
warrant. It has even had this right confirmed recently by a federal court. 

Excess paper work, the security blanket of bureaucrats, is required by 
OSHA of the businesses it regulates. This torrent of paper and words is 
reflected in the gobbledygook language of OSHA’s regulations, too. 

Here is how they define an exit: ‘‘That portion of a means of egress which 
is separated from all other spaces of the building or structure by construction 
or equipment as required in this subject to provide a protected way of travel 


to the exit discharge...’’ 


Application of OSHA’s regulations is almost whimsical. 

The owner of a small business in one western state was told he had to 
install separate men’s and women’s rest rooms for his employes. He had 
only one employe. At home they slept in the same bed and used the same 


bathroom. She’s his wife. 


There is more of the same on the way. Antinoise regulations for trucks are 
now under discussion. One would require truck cabs to be so soundproof that 
drivers could not hear horns or emergency vehicle sirens. 

The solution? A panel of lights in the truck cab which would flash when 
activated by such sounds. Result? More expensive trucks, higher freight 
rates and higher costs of the things you buy. 

Talk in Washington is serious these days about deregulating (at least 
partially) the airline, trucking and railroad industries to sharpen 
competition and lower consumer costs. 

There is little evidence that OSHA has accomplished much in the way of 
saving lives all the while it has been adding heavy cost burdens and creating 
a bureaucracy with a growing appetite for tax dollars. Yet, there is little talk 
of reforming or elimination this regulatory labyrinth. It’s overdue.

S&L Signs Get 
Re-Study Approval 


A lengthy discussion arose at the 
Planning Commission meeting last 
Wednesday over World Savings and 
Loan’s request for five signs during 
its design review for conditional use 
permit. 

The bank is under construction at 
the Lakeview Center next to 
McDonalds, and this was one more 
of a series of conflicts over the city’s 
new sign abatement policy. 

Planning Director Phil Paxton 
initially suggested two wall signs 
and one freestanding, but the 
commission quickly disagreed. Only 
two are allowed by city ordinance. 
Associate Planner Vincent Bautista 
raised a question. He said, ‘‘There 
are ten parcels in one center. Would 
each tenant have the legal right to 
have a freestanding sign?’’ 

Betsy Strauss, the City Attorney’s 
representative, inférmed the com- 
mission that all such requests ae 
subject to review. 

The commission suggested deny- 
ing the freestanding sign until Steve 
Galitz, vice-president of World 
Savings and Loan objected and 
asked for a re-study and appeal. 

The commission voted that no 
freestanding sign shall be construct- 
ed and then informed Galitz of his 
alternatives. The vote approved the 
use permit with that stipulation 
added to other conditions.

other issues involved in design 
reviews--such as parking, landscap- 
ing, elevations, etc.

Lower OC Fares 


Riding a Southern Cal- 
ifornia Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict bus in Orange County 
became cheaper August 1. 
Instead of the existing 
30-cent base fare and 
eight-cent zone increments, 
the only charge to a 
rider whose trip is complet- 
ed inside the county is now 
25 cents. Free transfers 
continue to be available. 

The new arrangement 
has been approved by the 
boards of directors of both 
the RTD and the Orange 
County Transit District. 

‘The RTD fare revision 
will result in both a savings 
to our Orange County riders 
and better coordination 
with OCTD’s system,”’ said 
Byron E. Cook, RTD 
president. 

‘*For example, a new $10 
monthly Orange County bus 
pass will be good for 
unlimited riding within the 
county on either RTD or 
OCTD buses, except for 
park and ride and dial-a- 
ride services.”’ 

Both transit boards have 
also approved a new rate 
structure for park and ride 
operations that cross county 
lines 

“‘The cash fare from the 
Fullerton park and ride lot 
to Los Angeles is now 75 


cents,’ said Jack R. 
Gilstrap, RTD _ general 
manager. 


“‘Or a monthly pass can 
be purchased for $27, which 
is also good for riding on 
local lines in Los Angeles 
County and OCTD lines 
serving the Fullerton facil- 
ity.”’

Young Governor Jerry 
Brown has indicated that he 
won't be helping _ his 
political party in next year’s 
presidential primary race as 
is usually expected of 
elected officials. Brown 
bluntly told reporters last 
Friday, ‘‘Look, I politiked 
for a year running up and 
down this state, raising 
money (for the Governor’s 
race last year). I've done my 
chores...Now I am doing 
what I was elected to do -- 
running this state.”’ 

At another televised 
interview a reporter asked 
Brown if he didn’t feel that 
he owed something to the 
party that had helped him 
win a majority vote. Brown 
snapped back, ‘‘I did not 
receive a majority of votes. 
Mr. Flournoy did _ not 
receive a majority of votes. 
The majority of voters did 
not vote.’’ 

Obviously those non- 
voters bother the Governor 
and they should. It should 
bother everyone who ever 
ran for a post, whether they 
won or lost. It bothers a lot 
of us who have never been 
involved in politics. 

It is a problem that has 
plagued our democratic 
system for many years. 
How do you get free people 
to cast their votes? It could 
be solved through our tax 
structure. Property owners 
are given a homeowners 
exemption in this state of 
$1750, if they reside on the 
property, thus encouraging 
home ownership. By the 
same token, parents are 
allowed a deduction for 
each dependent child. Well, 
why not give a tax deduction 
for each adult who votes? A 
$50 or $100 deduction from 
taxable income, for each 
time a person voted with a 
maximum of $200 per voter, 
per year would seem 
reasonable. 

It would be a simple and 
effective way to get the vote 
out, to cut down on voter 
apathy and find out the 
direction the citizens of this 
country really want to go. It 
could be the most exciting 
experiment in many yeats, 
assuming it would be tried 
on a temporary basis first. 

A lot of politicians won’t 
like the idea; it would mean 
an end to their reign the 
next time they were up for 
re-election. For instance, 
what chance would Con- 
gressman Andrew Hinshaw 
whose fancy shenanigans 
have ended with several of 
his former workers entering 
prison for cheating the 
County of Orange, have in a 
reelection campaign if 90% 
of the voters went to the 
polls? Or a_ guy like 
Congressman Jerry Patter- 
son who rewarded two of his 
campaign workers with 
posts in his Washington 
office though they were 
found guilty of vote fraud? 
Men like that should not be 
in Washington, in my 
opinion. 

In addition, its doubtful 
that a Watergate scandal 
would occur in a country 
with 90% of the voters 
registering their decisions 
and choices at the polls. 

This country encourages 
private ownership of pro- 
perty by way of tax 
deductions etc. Isn’t it at 
least equally important to 
encourage voters to go to 
the polls?
